ANNAPOLIS LOG JAM: When there was 
only a little more than a fortnight of the 90-day 
session of the General Assembly remaining to 
mull a hefty batch of racing bills, a joint ses¬ 
sion of the House Ways and Means and Senate 
Finance committees was called for Thursday 
afternoon, March 16. Purpose of the hearing 
in the House chamber was to clear the air and 
prepare for the disposition of the following 
bills: 

Introduced in the House of Delegates 

H.B. 120—To require 85 per cent of all 
racetrack employees to be residents of the State 
of Maryland. 

H.B. 166—To authorize tax-free badges of 
admission to wives of jockeys, and spouses of 
owners and trainers. 

H.B. 196—To provide the Secretary of the 
Maryland Horsemen’s Assistance Fund, Inc., an 
annual salary of $500, to be paid from said 
Fund. 

H.B. 284—To restrict the racing season to 
the period from March 1 through November 
30. 

H.B. 350—To require the Maryland Jockey 
Club (Pimlico) to pay one-half of the break¬ 
age retained for its account to the comptroller 
of Baltimore City for use of the Baltimore 
Snow Emergency Fund; and, to require the 
Maryland Jockey Club to remit one-half of the 
unredeem^ winnings from pari-mutuels tickets 
to the Baltimore Snow Emergency Fund. 

H.B. 481—To create a separate three-man 
Harness Racing Commission for the purpose 
of administrating harness racing affairs, said 
commission to be in addition to existing panel. 

H.B. 526—To compensate Racing Commis¬ 
sion inspectors and '’satchel boys” in an amount 
not less than $25 for each day of service. 

H.B. 628—To permit the transfer of racing 
dates from an abandoned half-mile track only 
to another half-mile or harness track. 

H.B. 629—^To permit a harness track that 
buys another track to have up to 36 days or 
nights of Thoroughbred racing. 

Introduced in the Senate 

S.B. 319—To authorize the Cape Pine De¬ 
velopment Corp. to conduct trotting and pac¬ 
ing events as matinee or exhibition racing at 
Cape Pine Farm in Church Hill on not more 
than 5 days a month and for not more than 30 
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days in any one calendar year. (Maximum 
prize or award not to exceed $300. No pari¬ 
mutuel wagering or betting of any kind al¬ 
lowed. ) 

S.B. 410—To revise horseracing laws, in ac¬ 
cordance with certain recommendations of the 
Rasin Committee. 

TACTICAL MANEUVER: The hot issues 
were House bills 284, 481, 628, 629 and Sen¬ 
ate bill 410. But it was H.B. 629 that resulted 
in a march to Annapolis reminiscent of the 
most recent attempt to authorize legislation 
that would transplant an abandoned Pimlico’s 
dates to Laurel. 

House bill 629 was designed to implement 
Baltimore Raceway’s plan to trade in a 24-night 
harness meeting on 36 evenings of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing. It had the blessing of a Rac¬ 
ing Commission majority and considerable 
political backing, as later developments were 
to disclose. 

On the other side of the fence, standing 
shoulder to shoulder in defiance of Baltimore 
Raceway’s attempt to inaugurate night racing 
on the flat were the Thoroughbred Racing As¬ 
sociations, the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation, the mile tracks. Council of Churches,. 
Baltimore Orioles, as well as hotel, restaurant 
and movie groups. 

Representatives of most of the above were 
on hand for the hearing when Thomas Hatem, 
attorney for Baltimore Raceway and the Har¬ 
ford County Fair Association (Bel Air), took 
the stand and read from a prepared statement: 
"It has always been our position that if the 
Maryland Legislature and the Racing Commis¬ 
sion in their wisdom, would agree to experi¬ 
ment in night Thoroughbred racing, that Bal¬ 
timore Raceway, due to its existing facilities, 
would be the ideal place for such an experi¬ 
ment. 

"Therefore, it is our belief, that in order to 
clear the way for positive legislation that will 
benefit the Maryland racing picture, the issue 
of night racing should be eliminated. 

"Our desire is, and always has been, to 
pursue those avenues which the Racing Com¬ 
mission and the Maryland Legislature feels 
will best serve the needs of racing in this State. 

^'Baltimore Raceway, therefore, has no re¬ 
quests to make concerning night Thoroughbred 
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racing, and takes no position on this matter 
except as determined by the pleasure of the 
Legislature.” 

With the Legislature relieved of the weighty 
night racing burden, there was speculation that 
a way had been found for the Racing Com¬ 
mission to authorize the move, but this ap¬ 
parently was ruled out when Commission 
Chairman R. Bruce Livie and Commissioner 
Carle A. Jackson (who were on record as 
favoring the Raceway proposal) said that they 
would not approve any plan for night Thor¬ 
oughbred racing unless the General Assembly 
specifically authorized such meetings. 

Insisting on a proper burial for the hot issue, 
Herbert R. O’Conor, Jr., legal counsel for the 
Orioles and other opposition groups, presented 
the two committees with an amendment which 
would legally bar Thoroughbred racing after 
7 p.m. 

ORDER, ORDER: Baltimore Raceway, 
while giving ground on the highly controversial 
night racing issue, wasn’t about to curl up and 
blow away. Officials then concentrated on legis¬ 
lation to (a) prohibit the mile tracks from 
acquiring dates allotted to the half-milers and 
(b) to authorize transfer of dates between the 
half-mile Thoroughbred tracks and the harness 
racing plants. The latter bill would permit the 


Raceway to run the 12-day meeting normally 
presented at Bel Air (which it purchased late 
last year) at its own track this summer. 

At the opening of the joint hearing. Chair¬ 
man R. Bruce Livie of the Racing Commission 
called on the tracks to "yield cherished bene¬ 
fits" and to "sacrifice kingdoms for a better to¬ 
morrow.” 

Livie, who had championed the cause of 
night racing, stated that the Racing Commis¬ 
sion "is not going to sit smugly by and ad¬ 
minister to the needs of a few.” 

Livie was not prepared to present the com¬ 
mission’s amendments to the joint hearing, but 
speaking in generalities, he supported the 
philosophy of the Rasin bill but indicated that 
his panel favored raising the pari-mutuel tax 
from 12 to YlVi per cent to finance the 
Maryland-bred Racing Fund, rather than have 
the mile tracks and the State dip into their 
shares of the breakage. 

Asked, by a committee member, which bills 
the Commission specifically approved of, Livie 
and fellow commissioner Albert A. Shuger 
could not agree. They were, however, united in 
opposing H.B. 481, creating a separate harness 
racing commission. 

George B. Rasin, Jr., then took the floor to 
brief the gathering on the provisions of S.B.

410, built around recommendations of the 
Rasin report (Maryland Horse, January, 
1961). He spelled out what he termed the 
three major aspects of the bill, giving nu¬ 
merical preference to the need for an Executive 
Director of Racing as an adjunct to the Racing 
Commission. This, he said, was "essential.” 

Taking up next the subject of consolidation, 
Judge Rasin suggested that while this was not 
necessarily critical at this time, it nonetheless 
should be kept in mind. 

Next, and perhaps most important provision 
of the bill, Rasin stressed, was that calling for 
the establishment of a Maryland-Bred Racing 
Fund. 

The mile tracks, whose spokesmen next took 
the floor, indicated they weren’t going to give 
up their share of the breakage without a fight, 
then pounced on H.B. 628 and 629, which 
they viewed as instruments to set up a fourth 
mile track. 

The half-mile tracks pleaded for the con¬ 
tinuity of the circuit, which they maintained 
was mandatory to the very existence of the 
minor wheel. 


Just what the legislators gained from all 
this wasn’t quite clear, but A. Gordon Boone, 
House majority leader and co-chairman of the 
hearing, suggested that the Legislature might 
have to end up writing its own racing bill— 
if indeed one was to be written. 

So as to salvage something from the chaos 
and endless squabbling, Boone and Senate ma¬ 
jority leader. Senator Edward S. Northrop, 
named a ten-man subcommittee to devise rac¬ 
ing legislation that stood some chance of pas¬ 
sage before reporting back to committee. 

Prospects were none too bright, for time 
had become a keen factor and the reapportion¬ 
ment bill, budget, capital improvement pro¬ 
gram, tax rate, slot machines, unemployment 
compensation, brewery taxes and Frostburg 
education still had to be dealt with. 

If any racing bill was to pass before the 
Legislature folded on April 3, some version 
of the Rasin Bill seemed to stand the best 
chance, but the odds were not very attractive.

that the House majority leader and co-sponsor 
of two bills which would feather Baltimore 
Raceway’s bed, owns about 3,000 shares of 
stock in Baltimore Raceway. Purchased 12 years 
ago for $3 a share, Boone’s stock is reported 
to have been worth $6.25 on January 31, the 
latter date falling after the harness track had 
purchased controlling interest in Bel Air, a 
six-furlong Thoroughbred plant. 

Mr. Boone said, "It is perfectly ridiculous 
and unfair to suggest I have any special in¬ 
terest in this bill” (paving the way for the 
harness track to program Thoroughbred racing 
and extending its allotted days from 24 to 36). 

Speaking of the stock ownership, Boone told 
David Culhane, political correspondent for 
The Evening Sun: "I do not consider that any 
reason why I should not vote on racing bills.” 

FRENCHIE’S ENCORE: While racing legis¬ 
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lation was enduring rough weather, Bowie was 
shaking out the kinks and getting a little sun 
on its back. 

The $20,000-added Southern Maryland 
Handicap, at seven furlongs on February 25> 
resulted in a repeat victory for C. Mahlon 
Kline’s French-bred Mystic II. Nine entered 
the race and the crowd of 15,353 sent the 
Morris Dixon, Sr.-trained entry of Mystic II 
and Moon Shot off at short odds. Working 
as a team, Moon Shot softened up the opposi¬ 
tion by insuring a relatively fast pace in the 
muddy going. Mystic II took up the baton 
from his stablemate in the last furlong. 

Othello B. Monte’s Quiz Briar was third, 
four and a half lengths behind Moon Shot. 
The latter trailed the winner by five lengths. 

Mystic II was a stakes winner at two and 
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three in France, winning 5,780,650 francs. Im¬ 
ported by his present owner, chairman of the 
board of a Philadelphia pharmaceutical firm 
(Smith, Kline and French Laboratories), Mys¬ 
tic II has won $182,330 in this country. Now 
seven years old, he has won stakes in each of 
his six seasons on the track with the exception 
of his campaign at four. 

Arthur Chambers rode the son of Relic— 
Tosca, by Tourbillon, which prepped for the 
Southern Maryland at his trainers farm in 
West Grove, Pennsylvania. Time for the seven 
furlongs on a muddy track was 1:29, ’way, 
way slower than the track standard of 1:22 3/5. 

DIAMOND’S GLINT: Mrs. Gene Markey s 
Calumet Farm hadn’t made much of an impres¬ 
sion on Bowie fans over the years, not gaining 
so much as a single win at "the track in the 
pines." That stable’s Iron Liege and On-and-On 
hardly were the terrors expected of Calumet 
when they ran in the Campbell Handicap, 
Bowie’s piece de resistance. Iron Liege was a 
white-hot favorite in the 1958 renewal and 
On-and-On was sent off at 3 to 1 last year. 
Neither horse finished in the money. 


The fans gave Calumet another chance when 
Jimmy Jones sent the filly Sun Glint up from 
Florida to run in the Barbara Fritchie Handi¬ 
cap on March 4. Though her past performances 
hinted strongly that she was a long way from 
being another A Gleam, Real Delight, Prin¬ 
cess Turia or Miz Clementine, a plurality sent 
her off at even money. Happily, she won much 
like one would expect an even-money shot to 
win. 

J. A. Bayard’s Cherry Flip was first to as¬ 
sert her authority in the mile test, but when 
she began to waver entering the stretch, Johnny 
Sellers clucked to Sun Glint to "eat her up." 

Though she wasn’t about to resist the win¬ 
ner, Cherry Flip was in no danger of forfeit¬ 
ing second money to A. T. Taylor’s Miss 
Orestes, which finished third. 

A four-year-old daughter of Sun Again— 
Diamond Tear, by Count Fleet, Sun Glint 
was winning her first stakes in the Bowie filly- 
and-mare feature. In 21 starts, she has been 
returned the winner on 5 occasions and has 
won $34,726. In addition, she has been second 
4 times and third once.

The 1 1/16- 
mile test for three-year-olds and up ended 
in a dead-heat between Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Idolater and Roger W. Wilson’s Road House. 
It was the first dead-heat in the stakes since 
1940, when Aethelwold and Conde Rico 
reached the wire simultaneously. 

Moon Shot, which had won the Burch 
Handicap at 5p^ furlongs early in the meeting. 


found a mile and a sixteenth in this company 
a bit too much to take. Lying in wait when 
the presumptuous son of Jet Pilot called it a 
day were both Idolater and Road House. They 
dueled through the stretch—first one having a 
slim advantage, then the other—then finished 
in a deadlock. Sam Boulmetis was up on Idola¬ 
ter, a Maryiand-bred son of * Mahmoud— 
Irisen, by Sweep Like, which won the Mary¬ 
land Derby and Chesapeake Stakes at Laurel 
last spring. 

Sandino Hernandez, Panamanian country¬ 
man of Manuel Ycaza, Braulio Baeza and Jose 
Uiloa, was up on Road House. The latter, an

invader from the Fair Grounds—where he had 
won the Louisiana Handicap and placed in 
several other stakes—is a four-year-old son of 
Hasty Road—*Love Game, by Big Game. 

J. H. (Slim) Pierce, Sr., trains the Claiborne 
Farm-bred Road House for Mr. Wilson; George 
T. Poole conditions Mr. Vanderbilt s horses. 

The four-year-old Idolater has started 39 
times, won 7 races, been second 7 times and 
third 7 times, earning $77,030. 

Road House is slightly more experienced, 
starting 49 times. He has won 8 races, been 
second 8 times and third on 14 occasions, 
earning $73,035. 

The track was fast for the Bowie Handi¬ 
cap. The winners were clocked in 1:45 3/5. 
The track standard (1:42 3/5) was set by 
Vanderbilts Social Outcast in winning the 
John B. Campbell Handicap in 1955. 

PROMISING MAIDEN: King Ranch’s Bal 
Musette, which indicated that he had a future 
in stakes competition when he closed out his 
I960 season with a second to Garwol in the 
Pimlico Futurity, got his sophomore year off 
to a brilliant start by winning the Governor’s 
Gold Cup at Bowie on March 18. Max Hirsch 
trains the colt and if things go right this 
three-year-old son of Middleground—Friponne, 
by Shut Out, is going to have a fling at the 
Kentucky Derby. Hirsch, who has won three 
Derbies—Bold Venture, Assault and Middle- 
ground (Bal Musette’s sire)—saddled his first 
Derby starter in 1915. 

Last year at two, Bal Musette failed to win 
in four starts but was second twice and third 
once, earning $22,202. He more than doubled 


his earnings by annexing the $22,945 winner’s 
share of the Gold Cup. 

Jackie Leonard, who had ridden well at Santa 
Anita during that California track’s recent 
meeting, had the leg up on Bal Musette. He 
allowed the chestnut to settle in stride and 
bide his time while Hasty Honey, Scotch Bull 
and Mr. Thor fought for early supremacy. 
Moving on the outside, the King Ranch color- 
bearer got up to gain a head victory over the 
late-running Nashua Blue and Hy-Nat. 

Wintered in Columbia, South Carolina, as 
was his sire the year of his Derby win, Bal 
Musette was timed in 1:25 2/5 for the seven 
furlongs. It was an auspicious beginning for a 
Triple Crown hopeful.

Hebron's Gift

To those familiar with geographical data 
and places, Hebron is a city 20 miles east of 
Jerusalem. But for us Marylanders, there is a 
Hebron here in our own state. It is no city or 
town and cannot be described as "just another 
farm." Though the traveler may think just that 
should he pass it on a dark night. 

Off route 40, at Northeast, there is an old 
paved road which winds over flat land. It 
passes through small hamlets, then there is a 
little cottage with an attached two-car garage 
and a hand-made sign announcing: Service 
Station. Beyond that is an old section called Bay 
View and then Zion, and there is wire fencing 
on one side and stout paneling on the other. 

Most of the farms appear immaculately plain 
in sunny, dry weather, but if you find yourself 
on Route 272 on the second day of the Great 
Thaw as I did, things will look dismal. Mail 
boxes were bent and twisted from the storms 
and besmudged with the sooty-looking stuff 
which hit us last winter. Small and great rivers 
ran amuck out of the fields and fought for 
downhill passage. 

Beyond Gilpin’s Falls Covered Bridge (re¬ 
cently featured in the Brown Section of The 
Sun) the traveler encounters a new stretch of 
road which is in as bad condition now as the 
old, and there is a sign pointing left for Cal¬ 
vert, Md. Off to the right is a massive white- 
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brick Colonial home. On a bleak, soggy day, 
it seems to stand there defying man and the 
elements to dampen its spirits. This is Heb¬ 
ron. 

The Raymond P. Delanos have over a hun¬ 
dred acres of land—clear and wooded—bi¬ 
sected by a paved Cecil County road. The 
lovely 257-year old home and some adjoining 
land sit solidly on one side of the road with the 
barn and the remaining acreage is on the other. 

The older part of the home was built in 
1704 conforming to a decree issued by William 
Penn as to the size of masonry homes. The 
center section was added on in the middle 
1770’s and the "newest," giving the home its 
L-shape, later the same century. Close to the 
Mason-Dixon line, Hebron dwellers get their 
mail in Pennsylvania—at Nottingham. 

The youngest member of the family met us 
at the door. She is Susanne Langdon Delano 
and had just returned from a mud-splattering 
ride with her sister, Elise—better known as 
Dee Dee. Susanne was home for her first week 
end from school since Christmas and trying to 
cram as much as possible into the two short 
days. She is in her sophomore year at the all¬ 
girl Moore Institute of Art near Logan Square 
in Philadelphia. 

Susanne’s interest is common to most of us 
—horses. Going from her home in Baltimore 
when she was nine, she encountered her first 
steady association with horses at Camp Happy 
Valley near Port Deposit.

Horse Management Course 

The fifth annual Horse Management Course, 
conducted by the Arabian Horse Owners As¬ 
sociation, will be held April 14, 15 and 16 at 
Al-Marah Arabian Horse Farm, 7510 River 
Road, near Washington.

camp life for three summers before the well- 
known camp was sold.

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Through sales, mainly the nearby Eastern Pony 
Breeders, the herd is now less than ten. Most 
of them are chestnuts, their winter coats still 
thick, and long goat-like whiskers hang down 
from their cheeks. Quite a few mares are 
nearing foaling time. Susanne’s sister. Dee Dee, 
besides raising ponies, is attending the Univer¬ 
sity of Delaware for her second Master’s de¬ 
gree. She is employed by a Baltimore construc¬ 
tion firm, headed by D. B. Dickerson of the 
Shetland and Hackney Stock Farms, near Ris¬ 
ing Sun. 

The little chestnuts are kept across the road 
from the residence, in the big barn with access 
to adjacent pastures. There’s one yearling that 
isn’t chestnut. He is a brown, and is named 
Uncle Sam, since he was foaled last July 4. 
Mrs. Delano named him. 

“She has names for everything!’’ states the 
brown-haired Susanne. “Mother made such a 
pet of him. Dee Dee gave him to her as a 
present.’’ 

Before going into the horse stable on the 
house side of the road, Susanne was asked 
where they rode. After describing what sound¬ 
ed like a lovely loop around and over neigh¬ 
boring farms and roads, she added, “and we 
also ride down around Mexico.’’ 

“Where?’’ she was asked.

Riding became as much a part of her life as 
grazing is to her animal friends. Out for a 
pleasure ride aboard Fancy, she is just as com- 
fcnable with or without a saddle. Though the 
three-gaited "saddler” rates tops in her mind, 
she says, "For sheer beauty, fineness of line and 
spirit, 1 would look to the Arabian breed.” 

Susanne has jumped a little at camp where 
she takes part in the precison-drill team cli¬ 
maxed by 20 Golden Vein horses jumping 
individually before final formation. Of this she 
says, "Fve had little experience with jumping, 
but find it a wonderful part of riding.” 

She hunts once each year. There is a pack 
of hounds near Calvert (Hebron’s nearest com¬ 
munity ) and, though they are normally fol¬ 
lowed on foot, nearby horse owners are in¬ 
vited to "ride to ’em” on New Year’s Day.
